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FOREWORD 


The Drawing and Print Annual of the San Francisco Art Association 
is a welcome event in the year’s exhibition schedule. As always, the artists, 
working predominantly in black and white, have explored their media 
with techniques and ideas that are freshly creative and experimental. 


These exhibitions, never as spectacularly popular as the Painting and 
Sculpture Annuals, by virtue alone of their very intimate and spontaneous 
quality and their limitations of size and color, occupy an essential plane 
in the overall contemporary art structure. With the constant experimenta- 
tion in terms of media and method that is essential to the work of the present 
day artist, media classifications and categories (i.e. whether a work belongs 
in @ painting annual or a drawing and print exhibition) must inevitably be- 
come ever more complex and difficult to define. 


So often, in the past, the technical virtuosity required in the production 
of a fine print has superseded freedom of expression to a certain extent, but 
the prints in this Annual have more than ever before adapted to their exact- 
ing processes and techniques the imaginative qualities which are present in 
all current movements of creative art. This year, it is especially interesting 
to notice where color is used in a work, how delicate the balance between 
line, tone (the traditional elements of a drawing) and the color is. 


The Thirteenth Drawing and Print Annual is the first Art Association 
exhibition in which over half of the works finally selected by the jury are 
by artists working outside the Bay Region, either in Southern California 
or in other states. It is significant that the three Art Association Annuals 
have grown to attract the attention and participation of an ever larger 
number of American artists. 


Aside from the ultimate aesthetic satisfaction which may be derived 
from a group exhibition of this kind, is the consideration that, because 
prints can be reproduced in quantity, they may be purchased at relatively 
low prices. 


The San Francisco Museum of Art takes great pleasure in acting as 
host to this exhibition, and sincerely hopes that a number of the works 
here shown will find their way into individual homes. There is no easier 
or more pleasant way for the public to come closer to the contemporary 
art world.
